Thirteen persons were injured last 
night when two surface cars, moving 
in opposite directions at high speed, 
collided in the middle of the Wash- 
ington street tunnel, directly beneath 
the bed of the Chicago river. .

Krawzak, 
lost power when he was near the top 
of the incline that opens on Frank- 
lin street, and the car began to hurdle 
back into the tunnel. : 


Crash Under Mid River. 

Behind, separated by the length of

It was on the basis of their refusal 
‘to give information as to persons to 
whom money was paid for county 
campaign purposes that the committee 
last winter recommended to the sen- 
ate that they be cited for contempt. 
The committee held that it had power 
to compel them to give this informa- 
tion, as well as facts regarding con- 
tributions to senatorial campaign 


funds. 
‘Some one will offer a resolution in 
the senate next week for a tinu- 


ance of the powers of the committee,” 
said Senator Reed. ‘I do not know

Wait on Senate Action. 

“Mr. Insull and Mr. Schuyler have 
both written letters to the committee 
that they are now willing to answer 
questions which they refused to an- 
swer before.

Reed committee. 

Republican regulars have opposed 
any extension of the authority of the 
Reed committee, fearing that investi- 
gations would be made in various other 
states besides Illinois and Pennsylva- 
nia, where its activities centered last 
winter. It was because of the filibus- 
ter conducted by Senator David Reed 
{Rep., Pa.) against the resolution for 
a continuance of the work of the com- 
mittee that legislation was tied up in 
the closing days of the session of con- 
gress last March. 

Hopes to Pass on Smith Case. 

Just what the special co ittee 
would do if its authority is continued 
was not disclosed by Senator Reed.

THE EXCESSES OF © 
PROHIBITION 
ENFORCEMENT. 


The Christian Century, a religious but not a 
Genominational publication, recently warned the 
Anti-Saloon league and its supporters against the 
use of unethical expedients. The particular case 
im point was the attempt in Ohio to get @ cor- 
rupted minor judicial establishment for the enforce- 
ment of prohibition. 

Ohio had a law under which justices of the 
peace supported themselves on fees and costs. 
They could hear liquor cases and had ' juris- 
diction in traffic arrests, etc. The system grew 
into a great abuse and the law, being tested, 
was declared unconstitutional. The Anti-Saloon 
league was reluctant to give up a system of prose- 
cution in which the judge was virtually bribed by 
the fees he could collect. That was a guaranty of 
punishment to the limit. The Marshall bill was

fesigned to get around the court decision and to 


preserve the system. It provided that the fees 
and costs should be paid into a county fund outof 
which the justices would receive their pay, but 
their pay depended on the amount in the gomot 
The method thus was changed a little but the 
racket remained the same. The more active the 
justices were the more they had in their pockets. 

The Anti-Saloon league carried this legislative 
act into a state referendum supporting it as some- 
thing essential to enforcement and a test of the 
sincerity of the drys in the state. The league and 
the act were beaten badly, by 600,000, as they 
should have beep. 

There is a pretty general aversion to a system 
which supports informers out of the fines imposed 
in cases in which they furnish the evidence. 
This proposed judicial system was infamously 
worse but the dry leadership was eifher blind to 
that or indifferent to it. | 7 

The Christian Century, a friend of prohibition, 
warns against adopting unethical expedients to get 
yesults, but no other proclaimed social reform in 
this country for several generations has been 
go indifferent to the methods used.

Observers of British politics see the English- 
man turning back again to lberalism and Lioy4 


traces the growing discontent throughout the 
country to the popular bélief that the Tory gov- 
ernment is supine, lazy, and extravagant, is doing 
nothing to remedy business conditions, and | is 
heading Great Britain toward great armaments 
and another war, 
Therefore Great Britain looks to liberalism. And 
since no one can beat Mr. Lloyd George at scprry- 
ing to the head of the parade, no matter in which 
direction it proceeds, the country finds itself look- 
ing once more to the gentleman who was an anti- 
government pacifist in 1899 and 1900 and head of 
& war government sixteen years later. The role 
is now again. | 

The present phase of English history is an ex- 
cellent illustration of the interplay of interna- 
tional influences. If the Englishman is discon- 
tented, the cause is not alone in the disabilities of 
his government. He has been looking across the 
Atlantic at the United States. Peace is not 
enough. He also wishes prosperity. | 

In the days of the English emigration to the 
American colonies, economic conditions at home 
made it the middle class Englishman, usually the 
dissenter of Cromwellian persuasion, who aban- 
doned the old fireside to seek a new. He was 
virtually the only Englishman who could thus 
transplant himself. The royalist aristocrat had 
lands that kept him at home; if he left the coun- 
try during a period of Roundhead domination, he 
never went so far that his rents could not fol- 
low him, and he returned when his monarch was 
restored. The lower class Englishman, unless 4 
felon or an indentured man and so the recipient 
of free transportation, lacked the funds necessary 
for the trip. But the middle class English dis- 
senter had no lands and he had the funds, and 
when political oppression became intolerable he 
packed up and went to,America. 
"The very life of America—the spirit of liberty 
which caused the revolution, and the spirit of 
Roundhead intolerance which marks the present 
era—had its source in the fact of this English 
emigration.

Such a domination worked well for England so 
long as the white man’s burden was to be borne 
among inferior peoples in benighted—but produc- 


white man’s burden cheerfully. Your commoner

So he looks today across the Atlantic where de- 
mocracy has built prosperity on labor and where 
democracy has a social as well as a political mean- 
ing, where there is no white man’s burden or any 
burden of a nonproductive aristocratic class too 
proud to go into trade.

THE KAISER’S HEIR. 
The French foreign minister, M. Briand, has re- 
plied to Mussolini with soft words. France, he 
says, has no quarrel with Italy and can have none. 
It is of no concern to Frenchmen what form of 
government the Italians prefer. The temperate- | 
ness of the reply leaves Mussolini pawing the air. 
The calm voice only accentuates the raucous tones 
of Il Duce. | 
For the sake of Italy we hope the experience 
will teach a lesson to Mussolini, though it, may 
come too late to do much good. Mussolini’s violent 
words have gone far to convince the world that 
Italy is about to engage upon a career of conquest 
which threatens the’ peace of all lands. The con- 
viction is growing everywhere that the time is 
coming when the dictator will have to make a war 
to preserve his position and the morale of his fol- 
lowers. This conception may be entirely false to 
the facts of Italy’s ambitions and Mussolini's plans, 
but the fact remains that Italy in the popfilar mind 
in this country and in Europe is a trouble-maker. 
What that reputation can cost a nation is plainly 
shown by the recent experience of Germany. His- 
torians in many lands have been amassing evidence 
to show that Germany alone did not provoke the 
war, and, though much of the evidence is com- 
pelling, the opinion of the historians is making lit- 
tle progress against the widespread belief in Ger- 
many's exclusive guilt. Germany brought that on 
herself. The kaiser was permitted for a genera- 
tion to rattle the sword and shout threats across 
Europe. Inevitably, when war came, the world 
was convinced that he and his nation made it. 
Germans may have discounted the kaiser’s words 
and his constant show of military power before the | 
war, but the rest of the world accepted it at face 
Mussolini ‘is now by way of falling heir .to. the 
place left vacant by the kaiser. 


ENGLISH MONEY. — 
{The Des Moines Register.] 

‘The king of England has just directed the English 
mint to issue a new series of coins. No change will 
be made in the values of the coins, except that the 
crown will be reintroduced into the British mone- 
tary system. The crown is worth about $1.20. ‘The. 
values of other English coins are about as follows: 
/Farthings, half a cent; halfpennies, 1 cent; pennies, 
2 cents; three-penny pieces, 6 cents; six penny pieces, 
12 cents; shillings, about 24 cents; two shillings, about 
48 cents; half crowns, about 60 cents ; half sovereigns, 
about $2.40, and sovereigns, about $4.80. 

Compared with our money, in the multiples of ten, 
the difficulties of computation in English money 
afe tremendous. Converting farthings an@ pence 
into shillings and crowns takes @ menta! effort and 
wastes much time. Fortunately we got on a decimal 
basis in our money at the beginning, but unfortv- 
nately we etill deal in inches and feet, gallons and 
quarts, ounces and pounds, which are just as awkward 
as the English money. It is time we applied the 
decimal or metric system to our units of meagure- 
ment. A new bill Jegalizing the metric system in this 
country will be Introduced in the next congress. If 
it passes, once we become used to it we would no 
more return to our present system of weights. and 
measures

But 
Cicero's essays have been on the market nearly 
twenty centuries, and ‘he Bible has had steadily 
mounting sal for war interludes—ever 
since it received its finishing touches, about the 
year 50 of the Christian era. 

Such bookgare called classics, That hurts them 
with us average folk. But we ought to consider 
that they are not good because they are old, but 
old because they are good. 

This first sketch is about the Bible, which is 
the premier best seller of Christendom, and has. 


type, more than four and a half centuries ago. In 
.1918, the most recent of its normal years, the 
American Bible society issued 6,040,707 “* volumes 
of Scripture."" But theologians say that we aver- 
age folk are reading the Bible less than our fath- 
ers did. Why.is this so? ‘It is a good book, color- 
ful, stimulating, a masterpiece—in the King James 


narily applicadle to today and, notwithstanding all 
its railing, its incoherences and contradictions, and 
its Occasional tediousness, it is a much finer, more 


sanctified bore. Let us consider. 

Two smal] brothers are wrangling, as small 
brothers, if they be sound: and active, ever will. 
One asserts; the other denies. The first repeats 
his assertion—some grandiose bit of boyishness 
which petulance has now reduced to mere mouth- 
ing; the second squawks, ‘‘O, you’re a fool.” 

' A glow of beatific priggishness envelops the 
accused and he replies, “But whosoever shall say 

thou foo] shall be in danger: of hell fire. Matthew 
five, twenty-two.”’ 

Smug little imp, no longer little and grown 
whimsical now, I love thee well, but that day I 
quailed before thee, as thou meantest I should, 
and waited sick, weary hours for the fire to con- 
sume me. 

That is one way not to read the Bible, nor to 
let it be read. ‘Tis to put: a bludgeon into the 
hands of a little child. | 

Five and thirty years go by. | 
I am sitting in the presence of an aged rabbi, 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, soft voiced, slow spoken, ven- 
erable, but young in thought and sympathies. Litb- 
eral he calls ‘himself; sOme call him radical. An 
open book lies before him. [It is that book which 
Christians call the Bible, but which to people of 
his faith is known as the Holy Scriptures. You 
may remember that the word Bible is not found 
in the Bible proper, nor were the collected writ- 
ings now known to Christendom as the Bible 
called the Bible until] St. Clement so called them, 
about the year 170 of our era, although formerly 
it was said that St. Chrysostom (John the Golden 
Mouthed) in the fourth century first used the word 
in the sense we use it. : 

In the Greek, from which Clement took the 
word, it meant merely “little books,” and the 
Greeks in their turn got it from biblos (book), and 
biblos came from byblus (papyrus), on which books | 
were written. | 

The forefinger of the old rabbi’s brown right 
hand rested on a passage which, in the English 
translation of the Bible that was finished in 1611 
by the commission of forty-seven theologians ap- 
pointed by James I. and Bancroft, archbishop of 
Canterbury, would be designated as the second 
verse of the fourth chapter of Genesis. 
Musingly he read: vi 

“*And she again bare his brother Abel. And 
Abel was a keeper of sheep, but Cain was a tiller 
of the ground.’ ” 

Lifting his eyes from the page, he seemed as 
one looking afar off, and for a little while silence 
rested upon him. Then thus he spake: 

“The story of Cain and Abel, if taken as the 
record of individual deeds, lacks not pathos and 
dramatic power. The picture is a solemn one— 
the whole earth counting but four human beings, 
yet among those the spirit of envy has taken lodg- 
ment. The craftier of two brothers slays the 
weaker,” 

' His eyes again sought the page: 
“* And I shall be a fugitive and a vagabond in 
the earth; and it shall come to pass that every 
one that findeth me shall slay me.’” | 
A quiet definiteness came into his musing tone, 
The reader became the expounder. — 
“ Of whom, my son, could Cain have been afraid? 
There were no others on earth save himself, his 
feeble father, and his grief-bowed mother.” Then 
the rabbi touched on. the flight into the land of 
Npd, which implied population outside of Eden, 
and, summing up what things are naive and con- 
tradictory and incredible in the narrative, he 
remarked, his sad eyes twinkling a little: “To 
this w@ come if we pervert the footprints of hu- 
manity’s development into notes of personal con- 
Vv ns. But, whatever the pathos of the story 
ifMaken as a chronicle of the far-off days of the 
beginning, we know today that Cain and Abel are 
not personal names, They stand as the person- 
ified representatives of great cultural movements. 
This chapter of Genesis is a paragraph in the his- 
tory of civilization. We have passed beyond the 
literal, I hope, and we know now that these scrip- 
tural narratives were composite documents, unfold- 
ing not the history of single families but of great 
cultural movements. Abel stands for pastoral 
institutions and habits; Cain typifies agriculture. 
‘And Abel was a keeper of ‘sheep, bué Cain was a 
tiller of the ground.’ Here is the beginning of 
the unending conflict between one civilization and 
another.. The herdsman gives way to the tiller. 
The nomad loses his right to consideration and the 
sedentary farmer comes into his own. In these 
senses we must read the stories of old if we would 
learn not merely how they fose but what they 
token. The lowest stage of human development 
is ‘ kill,’ and of that stage this chapter is an epit- 
ome. Pastoral civilization had to pass away 
when man discovered that to clothe and feed him- 
self he had other resources than hig flocks, other 
resources less capricious. And when man began 
to see thiswthe shepherd was doomed, and a new 
phase of human progress sprang into view. This 
is the meaning of the murder Cain did. It is vic- 
torious agriculture, We cannot arrest the onward 
sweep of development. cruel though its processes 
are. But one thing we can do! We can remem- 
ber—we ought to remember—that we are our 
brother’s keeper. That responsibility to God for 
his brother Cain insolently denied. You see, my | 
son, in how many directions this old legend leads 
us and how the story, if correctly read, is full of 
strong, sweet accents.” 
Slowly he closed the 
From that day the Bible has been a différent 
book to me, not provocative any more of rancors, 
nor of that intellectual insolence which sometimes 
gets itself called independence, but an ingratiating’ 
book, the eager, poignant, excited—and often ter- 
ribly exciting—record of man’s fallibilities: and 
aspirations, of his slow. groping out of darkness 
toward the light, of his first crude conceptions of 
what is right, of his weary fashioning, as ‘with 
hammer blows upon hot metal, of that doctrine 
of monotheism of which Father Abraham stands 
forth as first champion and which has done more 
than any. other doctrine to purge the human mind 
of gross fantasticalities and murderous supersti- 
tion and to lead it out of that slavishness which 
Thoreau once finely called “ pagoda worship.” 

Such, to his heedful listener, was the counsel of 
the old scholar. From one to whose people: the 
ancient writing was most sacred that listener had 
heard interpretation that was most human. — 

He had made the old book manageable. : 

That is the great thing. For the tragedy of. this 


time of men so fortunate as to have been born into 
our more inquisitive and less credulous age, there 
has been a kind of conspiracy to talk and think and 
pray cant about this book, and to put under some 
horrid ban every effort to bring it to the peopie in 
a*human way. The people of late times resented

| baby's wish to walk starts very 


early in iMfe. He sees those around 

him walking and he wants to do 

likewise, This comes about as soon 
as he is able to see and to understand. 
His desires may be somewhat vague 80 
long as the walkers are adults, but once 
he sees a young child either walking or 
ng. 

However, desire is not enough. Abil- 
ity must accompany it. The ability to 
walk is dependent on the mind to see, 
to wish, and to imitate, thé courage to 
try, the strength of bone to hold, the 
strength of muscle necessary to propel, 
and, finally, coOrdinatton and control. 


Dr. G. Variot found the age element in 
the ability to walk to be as follows: 


Sixty-seven per cent of babies/walk firsts 


when they are between 11 and 14 months 
of age. In a group of several hundred 
studied 125 walked first at 9 months of 
age, Or a little earlier, while 95 did not 
walk alone for the first time until they 
were 21.months old or older. 

The relation of height to walking was 
as follows: Sixty-eight and five-tenths 
per cent were between 24.4 and 30.4 


inches long (or tall); 15 per cent were 


between 30.8 and 33.2 inches long. Less 
than 1 per cent were 25.6 inches tall and 
about half that proportion did not walk 
for the first time until they were 33 
inches tall.

step to weight were also studied. Ninety 
per cent of the babies who weighed 5.8 
to 7 pounds at birth walked for the first

18 pounds when they first walked alone. 
The lightest baby at that important 
epoch weighed about 14 pounds and the 
heaviest 26.7 pounds.

SKULL AS CLEW 


curator of the Logan museum at Be- 


day, following a conference between 
Dr, Collie and Prof. Fay-Cooper Cole, 
University of Chicago anthropologist. 
Complete reports on the investiga- 
tion, it was said, will not be available 
until three complete skeletons, found 
in the vicinity of the unique skull, 
arrive in this country for inspection.

Lithuania Hopes for Peace. 

“We do not fear the bands of refu- 
gees or an uprising,"’ Premier Walde- 
maras of Lithuania, who is in Berlin 
en route to Geneva, declared in an in- 
terview today. “If the Lithuanian 
government was tn danger I would not 
have left Kovno.”

ETROIT, Mich., Dec. 3.—The 
week’s headline in the automo- 
tive industry was the public 
exhibition of the new Ford cars, 
which took place in Convention hall. 
Known as the model A, the car is 
vastly different from the well known 
Fords of the last fiften years, showing 
a remf&rkable improvement in prac- 
tically ever detail. It is larger with 
a more sturdy appearance, and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ford, the best low 
price he knows how to build. 

The model A is apeparing at a time 
when it can assume a big part in what 
now promises to be the biggest year 
the automobile industry ever experi- 
enced. Mr. Ford last week stated that 


mately $800,000,000 for labor and ma- 
terial for the news cars. His Detroit 
plants and the various assembly con- 
cerns throughout the country will 
have a capacity of 12,000 cars every 
twenty-four hours, and Ford is firm 
in his belief that before the end of 
1928 that number will be the daily

Cars now being assembled are more 
for dealers’ display than for public 
distribution. It is said the daily out- 
put will speedily arise from present 
production of 200 a day to 2,000 by the

At the preset time Ford plants in 
Detroit alone aré giving employment 
to more than 80,000 men, and this 
number will be steadily increased 
along with production. When run- 
ning at capacity, 140,000 men will be 
on Detroit pay rolls. 

Ford is now preparing to become 
absolutely independent of other manu- 
facturers of automobile units and 
materials, and the time is not far dis- 
tant when he will produce every unit 
entering into the makeup of his auto- 
motive products. This will bring to 
Detroit millions upon milions of 4ol- 
lars that heretofore have been going 
to several other cities, 

Merger talk is one of the chief in- 
door sports in automobile circles just 
at present. A meeting of executives 
of half a dozen well known companies 
last week was held in Detroit, but no 
one present had any desire to talk on 
the subject. All the companies which 
were mentioned in the possible combi- 
nation are now competing against one 
another and the other producers as 
well, and in time one or more ig sure 
to drop out of the race which is con- 
tinually growing harder for many of 
the individual concerns.

upon her in hospital, seeking to pay my respects. To 
my astonishment I found that the infant was not with 
her, but. lay confined with a dozen others of its kind in a 
remote ward, perhaps a block away.

up in Victorian days, when it was thought to be next to may- 


hem, simony or piracy on the high seas for a mother to let 
her new born jewel out of her sight for an instant, I was 
naturally somewhat shocked, but a friendly nurse, of con- 
siderable pulchritude, quickly reassured me, 


“The most rigid scientific inquiry,” she said, “has re- 


‘vealed the fact that the little devils are far better off away 


from their mothers than with them. We haul them in at in- 
tervals to be fed, but the rest of the time they snooze in their 
ward. They are never pawed, and hence they seldom bawl. 
The most serious menace that confronts a baby in its first 
months, next to earthquakes and Calvinism, is its mother’s 
love. Let her have it to cherish and play with, and she at 


HE other day, getting news that the charming wife of a 


once makes a mess of it, physically and spiritually. The~ 


safest and happiest child is that one which sees little of its 
mother until it is old enough to distinguish clearly between 
her face and her complexion,” 

These strange words gave me pause and set me to pon- 
dering. . Are the happiest children those who are tied to their 
mothers’ apron strings or those who are turned over to hire- 
lings? Do rich children have a better time than poor chil- 
dren, or.a worse time? The answer is not easy—not nearly 
so easy as sentimental legend would have it. Nor is it easy 
to say whether close and unbroken propinquity binds or 
looses a tie that human sentiment regards unanimously as 
laudable. Some of the most devoted sons that I have known 
saw little of their mothers in childhood. And some of the 
daughters who hated their mothers most wege with them 
every day. 

In all such matters we are apt to be somewhat misled by 
the indignation of moralists, who convert every change in 
the folk-ways of man into grist for their gloomy science. 
Today they tell us that the old fashioned home is disintegrat- 
ing, and that its disintegration is a calamity. But the prede- 
cessors of these same moralists, let us remember, thought 
that it was a calamity when society first stepped in between 
parent and child, and forbade the exploitation of the latter by 
the former, and that it was another and even worse calamity 
when married women ceased to be the chattels of their hus- 
bands, and took to facing the world on their own accounts. 

The changes now going on, indeed, may turn out, in the 
long run, to be vastly for the good. They seem anarchistic 
and immoral today simply because it is hard for human be- 
ings to throw off old ways of thinking. Those of us who are 
of middle age were brought up to believe, for example, that 
a girl in her later teens was at her best when she was a shy 
and trusting creature, untutored in the ways of the world; it 
thus shocks us to see her starting out on her own, and defy- 
ing her parents. But is she herself really worse Off than her 
mother was a generation ago, or better? The best opinion of 
the future, I incline to think, will hold that she is better off. 
If she faces new perils, she at least sees them clearly. Anji 
if she occasionally embraces them, it is at least rationally, 
and not as a mere fool. 

What is too often overlooked is the fact that the home 
life mourned by the current Jeremiahs was developed and 
standardized under conditions that prevail in the world today 
only in the remotest backwaters. The American home of 
pious legend was essentially a farmer’s home; the home of 
today must adapt itself to city life. Why should a city 
mother, with all the aids and arts of a complex civilization 
at her command, make a virtue of a farm wife’s dire necessi- 
ties? Why should she play valet to her children when pro- 
fessional nurses know how to do it so much better? She no 
longer schoolma’ms them herself, and she no longer ‘doses 
them when they are ill. Why, then, should she dress them 
and undress them, or supervise their play, or act as police- 


man over them? It is conceivable, of course, that she may: 


have a great natural talent for these arts, but it is equally 
conceivable that she may have none. If, in the latter case, 
she recognizes the fact frankly, is she to be blamed for neg- 
lect or praised for sense? 

The moralists allege that the alternative to the orthodox 
home is anarchy and crime, but that is simply buncombe. 
Whatever we are headed toward is quite as apt to be better 
as it is to be worse. The fact that the transition is discon- 
certing and painful means nothing. The transition from 
polygamy to monogamy, among the Mormons, was also pain- 
ful, and many old Mormons still believe that it was, therefore, 
immoral. The transition from Europe to America was pain- 
ful to all the people whose descendants now constitute the 
American nation. The transition from country life to city 
life was perhaps more painful still: there are yet yokels who 
contemplate it shudderingly, as they contemplate taking a 
bath. 
But such pains go with all human progress. There was a 


— 


_ wrench when the old view [still prevailing on the farms] of 


children as slaves had to be abandoned, and another when the 
old view of wives as chattels had to follow it. The world is 
taking the present one rather more philosophically. Its an- 
cients protest against the increasing liberation of the young, 
but they say relatively little about the correlative liberation 
of parents. Yet the latter, it seems to me, must feel the 
change more, and by the same token they are the greater 
gainers. When a mother who failed to make herself a slave 
to her children was regarded as unnatural and immoral, 
motherhood must have been an appalling business. But to- 
day it grows bearable, and on some near tomorrow it may 
actually become agreeable. nl 

And with the old time penned up mother will go the old 
time penned up housewife. Keeping house, up to a few years 
ago, was an enterprise that had been little changed since 
the middle ages. It was full of dull witless drudgery. It 
meant working interminable hours, and at almost intolerable 
tasks. It made the average woman old at thirty. Today the 
immémorial burden eases. Of a sudden the house becomes a 
machine, as the office has become a machine. Many of its old 
drudgeries are abandoned altogether, as gratuitous and use-

Here, it seems to me, at least one great reform remains 
to be achieved. The coal hole has gone and the wash tub is 
fast going, but the kitchen remains. How long will it last? 
In the cities, probably not very long. For of all the survivors 
of the infancy of humanity it is unquestionably the most 
burdensome and irrational. In the average American house- 
hold its business makes no less than three-fourths of all the 
work that is done. It is dirty, expensive, time wasting, and 
an endless nuisance. The only genuinely happy days, in 
many an American home, are those on which the kitchen is

factory means of getting rid of it is really most amazing. 
What stands in the way, no doubt, is a sentimentality—to 
wit, the belief that there is something mysteriously elevating 
and ennobling about eating meals cooked on the premises—. 
that the family would disintegrate completely if it began to 
devour boughten victuals. But all this is folly. No Ameri- 
can home meal is genuinely home made—if the family can 
afford and find a cook. And home cooking probably causes 
more sanguinary battles at the domestic hearth, year in and 


year out, than all other grievances and atrocities combined. 


That it will be abolished, soon or late, is as plain as that 


‘prohibition will be abolished. Far, far better schemes for 


feeding Homo Americanus could be imagined by a schoolboy 
of ten, or ever. by a school teacher. It survives for the same 
illogical, nonsensical reason that Respecting the President 
survives, and taking biood purifiers, and fearing Friday as an, 
unlucky day, and all other such heirlooms from the childhood 
of the race. On some fair tomorrow a couple of competent 
inventors will throw themselves upon the business of getting 
rid of it, and half a century later it will seem as silly, in retro- 
spect, as keeping a cow in the back yard or trying to cure 
bunions with incantations.

One day his men bring in 
Scarsi’s younger brother, caught 
crashing through the suburb in a

Im- 
mediately the Scarsi influence, which reaches as high as the 
district attorney’s office, and higher .still to the organiza- 
tion that put the district attorney in office, is brought into 
action. Still McQuigg refuses to yield. 

Then Scarsi himself appears and, finding Patrolman 
Johnson, an honest copper who knows too much, alone in 
the office, shoots him dead. 

McQuigg holds Scarsi for the murder and tears up the 
habeas corpus that is immediately produced to effect his 
release. Then the gangster becomes threatening, snarling 
like a coyote in a trap. He’ll fix ’em! There is to be an 
election Tuesday, he reminds them, and he’ll drown their 
whole ticket by throwing the river wards against the organi- 
zation. He can do business with the reformers just as easily 
as he can with the organization. 


The Gangman Threatens to Squeal. 


“T’ll get the Tribune in here and give ‘em: ow. with 
names and dates and figures that'll raise such a stink you 
won't have any prominent people left to handshake queens. 

I’ll give ’em one o’ their exposés of politics and busi- 
ness and crime that’ll rip this town wide open. I got 
it on paper. ..

The Irish Players Are Here. ‘ 


The Irish Players are here with Sean O'Casey’s “ The 
Plough and the Stars,” a drama of the Dublin revolution 
in 1915-16, which hag had success with the English, but is 
not altogether to the liking of the Irish. 

It is a sordid story of tenement types drawn unhappily, 
sometimes a little resentfully and never quite understand- 
ingly into the defense of that misty freedom for which the 
Irish have fought through the centuries. 

Honest. types they are, and never arbitrarily moved 
through artificial situations. If they are not representative 
of @ people they may be safely accepted as characteristic 
of a neighborhood and there is the drama and comedy of 
life in their adventures and their reactions. Thus “The 
Plough and the Stars” becomes as tragic as a wake and 
almost as funny. 

The nearest approach te a demonatration here was dur- 
ing a second act scene in a pub. Several of the noncom- 
batant and wastre!] stay-at-homes were drinking with a lady

His chief protagonist, an eminent London surgeon, hav 
ing invented a serum for the cure of tuberculosis, is faced 
by the dilemma of saving the life of either an old classmate 
whose lungs are affected or that of a gifted young artist 
touched with genius but morally a waster. The fact that 
he is not unmindful of the charms.of the artist's wife, who 
would make a most alluring widow, adds dramatically to 
his problem. 

He gives the classmate the one chance he has to give, 
and suffers the humiliation of the widow’s contempt. Shaw

RADIO entertainment may be at its 
Pleasantest when the listener is en- 
gaged in reading or Playing cards or 
chatting across a room or half dozing 
on a davenport. Passively, it may be 
enjoyed equally in a crowd or alone. 
The automatic element in radio—run- 
ning for hours without adjustiments, 
windings, or mechanical attention— 
heightens this enjoyment. And it is 
then that orchestra music, leisurely or 
lively, is most appreciated. It is good 
to see more and more stations adding 
a string trio to the offerings that may 
be enjoyed in this manner.

HANGING conditions in the becf 
cattle world are reflected in the 
International Live Stock exposi 
tion’s grand champions. If al) 
the twenty-six title holders of North 
America could be paraded in a solid 
line it would be easy to see that, in 
general, the grand champions are be- 
coming smaller and youriger, with pro- 
duction costs going lower and selling 
prices climbing higher. ‘eee 

These twenty-six patterns show 
breeders how to cut the “cloth” in 
the future in order to produce animals 
that will turn out steaks and roasts tu 
fit the city cbnsumers’ pots and plat- 
ters. About half the grand champions 
have been pure breds and the other 
half either grades or cross-breds. The 
heaviest one weig 1,870 and the 
lightest one 960 potnds. Sixteen o9f 
them came from agricultural colleges . 
and ten from private breeders and 

Steers Favored. 

Steers have always taken the honor 
excepting one year, in 1921, when 
Lulu Mayflower, a cross-bred Short- 
horn and Aberdeen-Angus, was award- 
ed the grand champion title. Cross- 
bred animals have only won three 
times, but in that fact lies a secret 
that breeders and feeders can well af- 
ford to study. All three cross-bred. 
champions have been bred and fed 
by the University of California, Davis, 
Cal California produced the title 
holder in 1916, 1921, and again this 


year. 
At the 1927 exposition, which has 
just closed, California Stamp was 
awarded the grand prize for being the 
supreme beef animal, steer’ or heifer, 
out of 604 competing. The new grand 
champion was produced by crossing a 
Shorthorn sire with an Aberdeen- 
Angus dam, the same kind of a cross 
that produced Lulu Mayflower, the 
winner eix years ago.

While Stamp has a red 
coat of hair, with a sprinkling of 
white on his left bip, his veins are 
filled with blue roan blood. 

Stamp and Lulu Mayflower were 
both from a Shorthorni-Angus cross, | 
while the California Favorite, the first 
cross-bred animal to win the great 
title, was produced. by crossing a 
Hereford sire with an Angus dam.

Despite the unfavorable seasons dur 
‘ing the last few years there is appar- 
ently plenty of popcorn, which will be 
selling at a reasonable price for the 
Christmas holidays. The 1926 crop is 
he one that will be used this Christ- 
mas. Popcorn grown this year will not 
be fit to shell or pop until next June 
or July, according to J. A, Hafner, a 
popeorn expert at 512 South Peoria 
street, Chicago. In Kansas popcorn 
matures earlier and dries out more 


quickly and is ready to pop in Janu 
jary and February. 


Mr. Hafner’s reports from the pop- 
corn sections of Iowa show that dur- 
ing the last six or seven weeks weath- 
er conditions have been favorable for 


greatly improving the keeping and 
popping qualities of the corn. There 
has been a great improvement in the 
popeorn crop of Nebraska since the 
last of August and the first of Sep- | 
tember. The crop matured much bet- 
ter than growers had expected, and!

**Gen. Lee was dressed in a full uni- 
form, which was entirely new, and 
was wearing a sword of considerable 
value—very likely the sword which 
had been presented by the state of 
Virginia.

“Gen. Lee was dressed in a full uni- 
form, which was entirely new, and 
was wearing a sword of considerable 
value—very likely the sword which 
had been presented by the state of 
Virginia.

field. In my rough traveling suit, the 
uniform of a private with the straps 
of a lieutenant general, I must have 
contrasted very strangely with a man 
so handsomely dressed, six feet high, 
and of faultless form.

| THOUGHTFULNESS 


No capitulation of surrender was 
signed. After the, talk about the old 
army, Lee again asked what terms 
Grant would offer. Grant asked Gen. 
Parker, his staff secretary, for writing 
material, and wrote a letter addressed 
to Lee informing him that a surrender 
of arms, artillery, and public property, 
with officers giving their individual 
parole and with the men paroled by 
companies or ‘@nts, would be ac- 
cepted.' As he wrote he thought of 
the need the southern soldiers would 
have for their horses when they were 
home again. 
from the property to be surrendered. 


He exempted side arms in consider- 


ation of the ; ors’ feelings. 

Lee read the letter and said the 
thoughtfulness regarding the horses 
would have a happy effect on his 
army. He wrote a letter accepting the 
terms, adding in comment te Grant 
that in the confederate army the cav- 
alrymen and artillery men used their 
own and not government horses. Grant 
said that was not covered in his let- 
ter but the men, being small farmers, 
would need their horses and he would 
order that any man‘claiming a horse 
or mule should be allowed to take it 
home with him. | ! 


| SECOND MEETING | 
Lee said he would be obliged to ask 


for rations and forage. His provision 
trains had been captured. Grant asked 
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him for how many men. Lee replied 
about 20,000, and Grant authorized 
the rationing. His own army was get 
ting forage from the country. 

The next morning Grant was going 
to Washington, but before he went— 
“tI thought I would like to see Gen. 
Lee again."” He rode out with a bugier 
and a staff officer with a white flag. 
Lee, learning who wanted to see him, 
rode out between the lines and the two 
generals had “a very pleasant conver- 
sation of over a half hour.” Grant 
urged Lee to counsel Submission on 
the part of other confederate. armed 
forces to prevent further loss. That 
would require constltation with the 
confederate president first, the Virgin- 
ian said, but he thought the south 
would be persuaded of the uselessness 
of further resistance.

It requires 
quick skill in massing the dough to 
make it sufficiently compact. Squeeze 
it hard if you cannot get it right, but 
only for once or twice: Two egg yolks, 
one and one-fourth cups of ‘flour, 
three-eighths cup of butter, one-fourth 
cup sugar, flavor to suit. Combine the 
egg yolks, flour, butter and sugar, and 
work the whole asa pie crust is

The sleeves are straight, comfortably roomy and cuffed 
with black astrakan. There is not much extreme novelty in 
such a coat, but there is a great deal of elegance, chic and 
real charm, to which trio mere newness is invariably sacri- 
ficed by the woman who is an expert in matters of dress. 

A coat of this kind worn with a black satin frock is ideal 


for even the most formal afternoon affairs, and worn with

| GEN. GRANT’S VERSION 


The story of the meeting at the Mc- 
Lean house, as Grant told it in his 
memoirs, was: 

I found him [Lee] at the 
house of a Mr. McLean, at Appomattox 
Court House, with Col. Marshall, one of 
his staff officers, awaiting my arrival.

“Wars produce many stories of fic- 
tion, some of which are told until they 
are believed to be true.

As I have said, 
there was an apple orchard on the side 
of the hill occupied by the confeder- 
ate forces. Running diagonally up 
the hill was a wagon road, which at 
one point ran very near one of the 
trees, so that the wheels of vehicles 
had on that side cut off the roots of 
this tree, leaving a little enbankment. 
Gen. Babcock of my staff reported to 
me that when he first met Gen. Lee he 
was sitting upon this enbankment with 
his feet in the road below and his back 
resting against the tree. The story 
had no other foundation than that.

But this was 
not a matter that I thought of until 
afterward.

He remarked 
that he remembered me very well in 
the old army, and I told him that asa 
matter of course I remembered him 
perfectly, but from the difference in 
our rank and years [there being about 
sixteen vears’ difference in our ages], 
I had thought it very likely that I 
had not attracted his attention suf- 
ficiently to be remembered by him 
after such a long interval. Our con- 
versation grew so pleasant that I al- 
most forgot the object. of our meet- 
ing.

in this style for some time, Gen. Lee 
called my attention to the object of our 
meeting, and said that he had asked 
for this interview for th® purpose of 
getting from me the terms I proposed 
to give his army. I said that I meant 
merely that his army should lay down 
their arms, not to take them up again 
during the continuance of thé war un- 
less duly and properly exchanged. He 
said that he had so understood my 
letter.”’ 


THOUGHTFULNESS 


No capitulation of surrender was 
signed. After the talk about the old 
Lee again asked what terms 
Grant would offer. Grant asked Gen. 
Parker, his staff secretary, for writing 
material, and wrote a letter addressed 
to Lee informing him that a. surrender 
of arms, artillery, and public property, 
with officers giving their individual 
parole and with the men paroled by 
companies or regiments, would be ac- 
cepted. As he wrote he thought of 
the need the southern soldiers would 
have for their horses when they were 
home again. He exempted the horses 
from the property to be surrendered. 
He exempted side arms in consider- 
ation of the possessors’ feelings. 

Lee read the letter and said the 
thoughtfulness regarding the horses 
would have a happy effect on his 
army. He wrote a letter accepting the 
terms, adding in comment to Grant 
that in the confederate army the cav- 
alrymen and artillery men used their 
own and not government horses. Grant 
said that was not covered in his let- 
ter but the men, being small farmers, 
would need their horses and he would 
order that any man claiming a horse 
or mule should be allowed to take it 
home with him. 


A SECOND MEETING 


Lee said he would be obliged to ask 
for rations and forage. His provision 
trains had been captured. Grant asked

him for how many men. Lee replied. 


about 20,000, and Grant authorized 
the rationing. His own army was get- 
ting forage from the country. 


The next morning Grant was going 
to Washington, but before he went-- 
“I thought 1 would like to see Gen. 
Lee again.” He rode out with a bugier 
and a staff officer with a white flag. 
Lee, learning who wanted to see him, 
rede out between the lines and the two 
generals, had ‘a very pleasant conver- 
sation of over a half hour.” Grant 
urged Lee to counsel submission on 


the part of other confederate armed _ 


forces to prevent further loss. That 
would require consultation with the 
confederate president first, the Virgin- 
ian said, but he thought the south 
would be persuaded of the uselessness 
of further resistance. 

Federal officers obtained permission 
of Lee to visit confederate officers they 
had known in the “old army” when 
the states were all in the family. 
Grant went on to Washington. There 
was no bitterness then. Reconstruc- 
tion was yet to come.

Appomattox went to sleep and no 


one raises a voice there in moralizing

COOKIE is a convenient and 


diverting dainty. How could. 

the old eggnogg makers have 

got on without it? Pleasant 
drinks of many sorts, and ices and 
cheeses, are enhanced by a little sweet 
piece as a companion. And when 
cookies are freshly made they have 
an alluring aroma, a delicious flavor, 
and other gratifying qualities which 
they usually do not have when they 
have aged, but there are exceptions— 
fruit cookies, like fruit cakes, may re- 
quire ripening. But the pleasant 
sweet smell and taste of a freshly 
baked sugar cookie should yield im- 
petus. to drive one to make them at 
home. How to begin? We are about, 
and below, to suggest the sour cream 
drop cookie as a starting point. 

But the making of drop cookies is 
no great help to one who would make 
rolled out dough cookies, though just 
as good éxperience can be got in bak- 
ing drop cookies as in baking rolled 
cookies, and, since the baking of cook- 
ies may make such a difference in 
the quality of these sweet bits, a good 
experience with dropped cookies is not 
to be. despised. 

Yet we must remember that a good. 


point, 
Extremely poor cookies may be the 
finish. -And when the recipe is poor, 
what can be done? It is too bad that 
there are a confusing number of 
cookie recipes to be found—fine, good, 
bad, and indifferent. Even an inex- 
perienced cook might feel baffied when 
she started out for new experience 
unless she gritted her teeth and put 
all her wits to work. 

To Make Cookies Soft. 7 

Thin and crisp cookies have their 
place, but so do those which are soft 
and thick. The thin sort come from 
expert rolling and baking. Most peo- 
ple get cookies half way between 
these two. 

To get the soft and somewhat thick 
cookies the dough must be worked as 
little as possible, patted out, and not 
rolled thin. The softest cookies can 
never be secured by taking the scraps 
from one cutting, even when these 
ere molded with a fresh ball of dough, 
as is often done. 

How to Get 2 Dough. 

A famous cookie maker once wrote 
me that she thought she had an in- 
fallible rule for getting her dough of 
the right consistency. She stirred 
flour in until the dough was quite 
thick; then she used an ordinary din- 
ner knife and cut in flour until the 
dough would not stick when she 
pressed down upon it. Then she let 
the dough stand in a cold place over 
might, but not in a refrigerator. A 
cold and dry room is better when the 
dough stands and slowly stiffens, but 
jee can be used for quick work—on 
ice. This rule seems to me to be help- 
ful, but there are other ways yet. 

This rule went along with the state- 
ment that the author of it had just 


thin as a wafer and ten to rolf it re 
quires skill and experience of some- 
what the same sort as pie crust mak- 
ing. One who wishes to excel in 
either or both of these expertnesses 
can gain skill for one when she works 
with the other. 

On Baking Cookies. 

Some doughs and batters will stand 
more heat than others, and the amount 
of butter used influences this matter. 
An experiment has recently been going 
on in this vicinity with one single 
batter given many environments and 
various additions. “When it was a 
drop batter and cooked on an ascending 
heat the cookies were thick. When 
it was baked on a descending heat 
they were thin. 

The maker, who gave them much 
loving attention and thought, was 
amazed at her results, thinking it 

was extraordinary that blood sisters, 
as page called them, should vary so 
much in appearance. Then she went 
on and made other members of her 
final family with many “in-laws.” As 
she cooked them she hovered near the 
oven much of the time. The cooking 
time is rather brief for cookies, and 
she could see through the glass door, 
helped by a flash light, what the heat 
was doing to her prodigies and she 
enjoyed seeing. You see, cookie mak: 
ing can be recommended as a fine 
diversion, if approached unnervously 
and with curiosity and ambition. 

Sour Cream 

To call a cookie a sour cream cookie 
is not to be at all specific, for there 
can be found many formulas with 
this name and with directions for. 
cookies in which one of the ingre- 
dients is sour cream. In some, brown 
sugar is used. Most of them have 
eggs, but we can get good effects 
without them. Sometimes graham 
flour is used instead of white, and 
there are barley cookies, also. Fruit 
and chocolate and seeds, like caraway, 
are also made with sour cream. 


Sour Cream Kecipe. 

The base for many variations made 
as described above “‘On Baking Cook- 
was the following: 

One-half cup of sour cream, one- 
half cup sugar, one cup flour, one- 
third teaspoon soda, gne-half teaspoon 
Salt, one-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 
Whip the cream until it is smooth. 
Save out half a teaspoon of it in 
which to dissolve soda and beat into 
it one-half cup of sugar, the salt and 
nutmeg. Before adding the flour to 


this mixture sift it twice, and mix it| 


in a little at a time, getting finally a 
stiff dough into which mix the dis- 
solved soda. 

Take up teaspoons of the dough and 
drop them on a buttered and floured 
tin. Bake them from ten to twelve 
minutes on either an ascending or 
descending temperature, according to 
what you want. Hot ovens do one 
thing to cookies and cooler ones an- 


other. 
Experiments. 

First the above drop batter Was ex- 
perimented with. Some drops of it 
baked on a descending temperature, 
starting with 400 degrees and rapidly 
descending to 350, being spread out 
with a wet spoon first could be rolled 
while they were hot. Some which were 
baked on an ascending temperature 
starting at 325 ran together and were 
like a thin tea cake, Five different kinds 
of hermitlike cookies were secured

with this sort of batter, thickened up 
only as much as the flour used on 
raisins and fruit would do so, but a 
rather generous amount was used— 
four tablespoons to the above with 
four tablespoons of chopped raisins 
and four of chopped walnuts. 

Then, to one part of the fruited 
batter, a little clove and cinnamon, 
melted butter and brown sugar were 
added, and to another part some mo- 
lasses and a teaspoon of pulverized 
coffee. The total number of changes 
were enough to be confusing, but 
they did not show how the batter 
could be pleasantly varied by quite 
slight effort. 

Finally, one of the fruited batters, 
thickened, was formed into a roll, 
chilled for an hour, then cut across 
with a silver fruit knife dipped in hot 
water. The thin slices, when baked, 
were cookie shaped, although the ex- 
periment was tried of perfecting the 
shape with fingers wet in cold water. 

Sugar Cookie Dough. 

The following recipe yields a‘ high 
grade cookie, or a base that is excel- 
lent to use when many forms are to 
be made with different cutters and 
many varieties secured by different 
icings and garnishes. It . requires 
quick skill in massing the dough to 
make it sufficiently compact. Squeeze 
it hard if you cannot get it right, but 
only for once or twice: Two egg yolks, 
one and one-fourth cups of flour, 
three-eighths cup of butter, one-fourth 


- Cup sugar, flavor to suit. Combine the 
egg yolks, flour, butter and sugar, and 


work the whole as,a pie crust is 
worked or mixed, then when the whole 


can be massed into a dough of uniform 
consistency, knead it for fifteen min- 


utes, or until it is rather shining and 
stretchy. (This is a Geri:an way, and 
the formula is German and excellent.) 

Next, put it away, covered up in a 
cool place for half an hour, then roll 
out in a thin and even shape, on a

Finally, cut out cookies in a pleas- 
ing variety of shapes, and garnish 
variously, or bake the cookies and 
then ice them. Unless exceedingly 
thin, these can be baked in an oven, 
as hot as 3875 degrees. Remember | 
there is more or less loss of heat in 
opening the oven. 

With a nice dough like the above 
a cookie cutter which will give a fleur- 
de-lis shape will give a chance for 
some “dressy” effects. Put icing 
where the conventional band is and 
also some on the tips. Stars are also 
attractive, and colored icings can be 
used with great effect on such cookies, 
as they cannot on the thinnest of all 
cookies. 

Sweet Graham Wafers. 

e following recipe for an excellent 
little thing is repeated after a rather 
long rest, partly because an amateur 
cook can get good results with it: One- 
half cup of sour cream, one-half cup 
of granulated sugar, one cup or one 
cup and about two tablespoons more of 
graham flour, measured after sifting 
it once; one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon soda, white flour to 
handle or knead with. Beat up cream 
in mixing bowl, beat in soda or dis 
solve it last, as in sour cream cookie 
recipe, add sugar, salt, and flour and 
stir to a stiff dough. 

Put the ‘white flour on to a bread 
board and rub it smooth, having made 
the dough into a ball, roll it thin, then 
cut it into strips and these into domino 
sized pieces or oblongs three inches 
long and less than an inch wide. Or 
cut it into round about,two inches in 
diameter. Prick with a fork before 
baking. These are best if sprinkled 
with sugar before they are baked. 
Bake in a slow oven until they are 
crisp, but not greatly browned.

Cookies, Is Imitating — 
the Fruit Treesin 
Giving Us Sweet :

COOKIE is a convenient anda 
diverting dainty. How could 
the old eggnogg makers have. 
on without it? Pleasant, 
drinks of many sorts, and ices: and 
cheeses, are enhanced by a little sweet 
pidce as a companion. And when 
cookies are freshly made they have 
an alluring agroma, a delicious flavor, 
and other gratifying qualities which 
they usually do not have when they 
have aged, but there are exceptions— 
fruit cookies, like fruit cakes, may re- 
quire ripening. But the pleasant 
Sweet smell and taste of a freshly 
baked sugar cookie should yield im- 
petus to drive one to make them at 
home. How to begin? We are about, 
and below, to suggest the sour cream 
drop cookie as a starting point. .

Before adding the flour to 
this mixture sift it twice, and mix it 
in @ little at a time, getting finally a 
stiff dough into which’ mix the dis- 
solved soda.

only as much as the flour used on 
raisins and fruit would do so, but a 
rather generous amount was used— 
four tablespoons to the above with 
four tablespoons of chopped raisins 
and four of chopped walnuts. . 

Then, to one part of the fruited 
batter, a little clove and cinnamon, 
melted butter and brown sugar were 
added, and to another part some mo- 
lasses and a teaspoon of pulverized 
coffee. The total number of changes 
were enough to be confusing, but 
they did not show how the batter 
could be pleasantly varieg by quite 
slight . effort. 

Finally, one of the fruited batters, 
thickened, was. formed into a roll, 
chilled for an hour, then cut across 
with a silver fruit knife dipped in hot 
water. The thin slices, when baked, 
were cookie #haped, although the ex- 
periment was tried of perfecting the 
shape with fingers wet in cold water. 

Sugar Cookie Dough. 

The following recipe yields a high 
grade cookie, or a base that is excel- 
lent to use when many forms are to 
be made with different cutters and 
many varieties secured by different 
icings and garnishes. It requires 
quick skill in massing the dough to 
make it sufficiently compact. Squeeze 
it hard if you cannot get it right, but 
only for once or twice: Two egg yolks, 
one and one-fourth cups of flour, 
three-eighths cup of butter, one-fourth 
cup sugar, flavor to’suit. Combine the 
eggs yolks, flour, butter and sugar, and 
work the whale as a pie crust is 
worked or mixed, then when the whole 
can be massed into a dough of uniform 
consistency, knead it for fifteen min- 
utes, or until it is rather shining and 
stretchy. (This is a German way, and 
the formula is German and excellent.)

Put the white flour on to a ‘bread 
board and rub it smooth, having made 
the dough into a ball, roll it thin, then 
cut it into strips and these into domino 
sized pieces or oblongs three inches 
long and less than an inch wide. Or 
cut it into round about two inches in 
diameter. Prick with a fork before 
baking. These are best if sprinkled 
with sugar hefore they are baked.
